Western Flanders, for the first time this year, has been the scene of 


serious fighting b e t w e e n the British and the enemy, who we re forced to re­ 


tire behind the position from which they attacked.

ment tile Germans fought the British lines on a front of more than a mile 


north and northeast of Ypres. 
At one point the enemy broke through, but on 


most of the front he w a s thrown back with losses.

the flooded area. 
While the water has drained away 
from the larger part of the flooded 
area, Die Wen-Aft listen district still 
forms n lako some 2 thousand square 
mites in extent, aproxlinately triang­ 
ular i'i shape, with Tientsin at the 
apex. 
Here the water which at Its 
height was twenty feet still reaches 
a depth of fifteen feet. 
The district is all below the level 
of the rivers which enclose it and 
the water cannot drain off. but must 
gradually disappear 
by 
evaporation 
and percolation, a process which at 
th** best w'll probably, 
require 
five 
years. 
In some of tho river bends thor* 
have been accumulations of ice which 
have so cheeked the flow of (be water 
that it hag broken out again in fresh 
places ami reflooded certain 
areas, 
destroying the winter wheat. 
In one 
district the people had sown wheat 
three Hines as the water gradually 
drain* I off. and the third tim** it took 
root, only to be finally destroyed by 
these new winter floods. 
Th** suffering of destitute villagers 
is described in a letter from An ping 


a s follows: 
"Tho cold has cost many lives for 
th*' people are largely without fuel 
and in many cases have no winter 
clothes. 
One of tho agents recruit-; 
ing workmen for roadmaking found

had 
succumbed in a few days.

His mistake allowed q blockade runner with a load o 
war material to slip into the port.

loaded and tin* cargo consisting principally of Enfield Rifles 
sent by rail to General Albert Sidney Johnson 
at 
Corinth 
Miss. 
I lie result was the battle of Shiloh. 
I he Mexican war is said to have originated from a pilar 
rd between two men about a line fence. There have been aum 
erous such quarrels, but this is tin* only known instance result 
mg in a war between nations.

the Borden company, declared.

Fitzpatrick said ho understood there 
were 30,000,000 cases of condensed 
and eva;iorated milk on hand in tao 
United States, Domestic consumption 
runs about 16,000,000 cases a year, 
leaving 14,000,000 for export. 
Th-' 
government, which Oxes its own price 
for purchasing, has tonnage for only 
4,200,000 cases a year, 
“With no vis­ 
ible outlet for nearly 10,000,000 cases, 
condensaries are not eager to 
buy 
high-priced 
milk 
to 
add 
to 
thou 
stores,” he said. 
For the Chicago district, which in 
eludes southern Wisconsin, northern 
illinois, 
northw estern 
Indiana

western Michigan, the price was fixed 
at $3 IO per IOO weight to the farm©.
